G.S.R. 440. — In pursuance ol rule 20, read with Sub- 
rule (5) of rule 18A, of the Indian Foreign Seivice, Branch 
‘B’, (Recruitment, Cadre, Seniority and Promotion) Rules,, 
1964, the Government of India hereby makes the following 
regulations, numely: — 

1. Short Title and Commencement. — (1) These Regulations 
may be called the Indian Foreign Service, Branch ‘B’, 
Grade III Stenographers' (Limited Departmental Competitive 
Examination) Regulations, 1973. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions. — (1) in these regulations, unless the context 
otherwise requires, — 

(a) “crucial date” means the first day of January of the 

year in which the examination is held; 

(b) “examination” means a limited departmental compe- 

titive examination held by the Institute under sub- 
rule (5) of rule 18A of the Indian foreign Service, 
Branch *B’, (Recruitment, Cadre, Seniority and 
Promotion) Rules, 1964 (hereafter in these regu- 
lations referred to as the said Rules); 

(c) “Institute” means the Institute of Secretariat Train- 

ing and Management in the Deptt. of Personnel 
in the Cabinet Secretariat; 

(d) “regularly appointed officer to the Grade VI or 

Grade V” means an officer of the Indian Foreign 
Service. Branch ‘B’, at the commencement of the 
said Rules, or appointed thereafter on a long term 
basis to Grade VI or Grade V of the said Service, 
as the case may be, according to the prescribed 
procedure; 

(e) “Selection” means inclusion in the Select List for 

promotion to Glade 111 of the Stenographers' bub- 
Cadre of the Indian Foreign Service, Branch ‘B’; 

(f) “Scheduled Castes” and “Scheduled Tribes” shall 

have the same meanings as are assigned to them 
in clauses (24) and (25) respectively of article 366 
of the Constitution of India. 

(2) All other words and expressions used in these regu- 
lations and not defined herein shall have the meanings res- 
pectively assigned to them in the said rules. 

3. Holding of the Examination. — (1) The examination shall 
be conducted by the Institute in the manner notified by the 
Government of India from time to time. 

(2) Tho dales on which and the places at which the exami- 
nation shall be held shall be fixed by the Institute. 

4. Conditions of Eligibility. — Any permanent or temporary 
regularly appointed officer belonging to Grade V or Grade 
VI of the General Cadre of the Indian Foreign Service, 
Branch ‘B’, shall be eligible to appear at the examination 
if, on the crucial date. Fie satisfies the following conditions, 
namely; — 

(1) Length of service.— -He should have rendered appioved 
and continuous service of not less than 3 years in Grade V 
niid/or in Grade VI of the Indian Foreign Service, Branch 
‘B\ 

NOTE:— Officers of Grade VI or Grade V of the Indian 
Foreign Peri ice, Branch ‘B’, who are on deputation 
to ex-cad, e ; ,osts with the approval of the compe- 
t ml authority will be eligible to be admitted to the 
examination, if otherwise eligible. This also applies 
to an officer who has been appointed to an ex- 
continues to have a lien in Grade VI or Grade V 
cadre post or to another service on transfer, if he 
continues to have a lien in Grade VI or Grade V 


of the Indian Foreign Service, Branch ‘B’, for the 
time being on the crucial date. 

(2) Age — He should not be more than 45 years of age, 
piovided that the upper age limit may be relaxed in res- 
pect of such categories of persons as may be specified in 
this behalf, from time to time, by the Government of India 
to the extent and subject to the conditions notified in res- 
pect of each category. 

(3) Fees. — He must pay the fees prescribed by the Insti- 
tute. 

5. Convassing for Candidature. — Any attempt on the part 
of a candidate to obtain support for his candidature by 
any means may be held by the Institute to be a conduct 
that would disqualify him for admission to the examination. 

6. Decision as to Eligibility. — The decision of the Insti- 
tute as to the eligibility or otherwise of a cadidatc, for 
admission to the examination shall be final and no candi- 
date to whom a certificate of admission has not been issued 
by the Institute shall be admitted to the examination. 

7. Results,— (1) After the examination, the names of the 
candidates shall be arranged by the Institute in the order 
of merit, as disclosed by the aggregate marks finally awarded 
to each candidate; and in that order so many candidates as 
are found by the Institute to have qualified in the exami- 
nation shall be recommended for inclusion in the Select 
List of Grade III of the Stenographers’ Sub-Cadre of the 
Indian Foreign Service, Branch ‘B , up to the required 
number; 

Provided that candidates belonging to any of the 
Scheduled Castes or Scheduled Tribes may, to the 
extent the number of vacancies reserved for the 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes cannot be 
filled on the basis of the General standard, be 
recommended by the Institute by a relaxed standard 
to make up the deficiency in the reserved quota, 
subject to the fitness of the candidates for selection 
to the Service, irrespective of their ranks in the 
order of merit at the examination. 

(2) The form and manner of communication of the result 
of the examination to the individual candidate shall be 
decided by the Institute in their discretion and the Institute 
shall not enter into correspondence with them regarding the 
result. 

8. Selection.— Success at the examination shall confer no 
right to selection unless the Government of India is satis- 
fied, after such inquiry as may be considered necessary, 
that the candidate is eligible and suitable in all respects 
for the selection. 

(2) Subject to the provisions of sub-regulation (1), selection 
on the results of any examination held after the commence- 
ment of these regulations shall be made to the extent re- 
quired in the order of merit of the candidates recommended 
by the Institute. 

9. Penalty for Impersonation or other Misconduct. — A 

candidate who is or has been declared by the Institute guilty 
of impersonation or of submitting fabricated documents, or 
documents which have been tampered with, or of making 
statements which arc incorrect or false, or of suppressing 
matcriul information, or otherwise resorting to any other 
irregular or improper means for obtaining admissioh to the 
examination, or of using or attempting to use unfair means 
in the examination hall, or of misbehaviour in the cxnmi- 
nution hall may, in addition to rendering himself liable to 
criminal prosecution,— 

(u) be debarred permanently or for a specified period — 

(i) by the Institute from admission to any examina- 

tion, or from appearance at any interview held 
by the Institute for selection of candidates; and 

(ii) by Government of India from employment under 

it; 

(b) be also liable to disciplinary action under the ap- 
propriate rules,

GSR. 444. — Whereas certain draft rules, as specified in 
column 2 of the Schedule annexed hereto, further to amend 
the Drugs and Cosmetics Rules, 1945, were published, as re- 
quired by sections 12 and 33 of the Drugs and Cosmetics 
Act, 1940 (23 of 1940), in different issues of the Gazette of 
India (as specified in the corresponding entries in column 5 
of the said Schedule! inviting all persons likely to be affected 
thereby to make objections or suggestions by the dates in 
the concsponding entries in column 7 of the Schedule afore- 
said; 

And whereas the said Gazettes were made available 
to the public on the corresponding dates specified in column 
6, of tne Schedule aforesaid; 

And whereas the objections and suggestions received 
from the public on the said drafts have been considered 
by the Central Government; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred 
by sections 12 and 33 of the Drugs and Cosmetics Act, 1940 
(23 of 1940), the Central Government, after consultation with 
the Drugs Technical Advisory Board, hereby makes the fol- 
lowing rules further to amend the Drugs and Cosmetics 
Rules, 1945, namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be 
called the Drugs and Cosmetics (Amendment) Rules, 1973. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pub- 
lication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Amendments in the Rules. — In the Drugs and Cosme- 
tics Rules, 1945, 

(i) in rule 65, after sub-rule (18), the following sub-rule 

shall be inserted, namely; — • 

“(19) The supply by retail of any drug in a container 
other than the one in which the manufacturer 
has marketed the drug, shall be made only by 
dealers who employ the services of a "qualified 
person" and such supply shall be made under the 
direct supervision of the “qualified person” in 
an envelope or other suitable wrapper or con- 
tainer showing the following particulars on the 
label: 

(a) name of the drug, 

(b) the quantity supplied, 

(c) the name and address of the dealer - ".; 

(ii) in rule 74, 

(a) in clause (e), for the words “Inspector, authorised 

by the licensing authority in that behalf', the 
following words shall be substituted, namely: — 

“Inspector appointed under the Act,"; 

(b) in clause (f), for the words “Inspector, authorised 

by the licensing authority under the provisions of 
clause (e)", the following words shall be sub- 
stituted, namely: — 


(e) after clause (k), the following clause shall be in- 
serted, namely: — 

“(1) the licensee shall maintain reference samples from 
each batch of the drugs manufactured by him in 
a quantity which is at least twice the quantity of 
the drug required to conduct all the tests per- 
formed on the batch. In case of drugs bearing 
an expiry date on the label, the reference samples 
shall be maintained for a period of three months 
beyond the date of expiry of potency. In case of 
drugs where no date of expiry of potency is spe- 
cified on the label, the reference samples shall be 
maintained for a period of three years from the 
date of manufacture."; 

(iii) in rule 74-A, 

(a) in clause (c), for the words, "Inspector, authorised 

by the licensing authority In that behalf”, the fol- 
lowing words small be substituted, namely: — 

“Inspector appointed under the Act"; 

(b) after clause (g), the following clause shall be inser- 

ted, namely:— 

“(h) the licensee shall maintain reference samples from 
each batch of the drugs manufactured by him in 
a quantity which is at least twice the quantity of 
the drug required to conduct all the tests per- 
formed on the batch. In case of drugs bearing 
an expiry date on the label, the reference samples 
shall Dc maintained for a period of three months 
beyond the date of expiry of potency. In case 
of drugs where no date of expiry of potency is 
specified on the label, the reference samples shall 
be maintained for a period of three years from 
the date of manufacture.”; 

(iv) in rule 74-B, after sub-rule (4) the following sub-rule 
shall be inserted, namely: — 

"(5) the licensee shall maintain reference samples from 
each batch of the drugs manufactured by him in 
a quantity which is at least twice the quantity 
of the drug required to conduct all the tests per- 
formed on the batch. Tn case of drugs bearing an 
expiry date on the label the reference samples 
shall be maintained for a period of three months 
beyond the date of expiry of potency. In case 
of drugs where no date of expiry of potency is 
specified on the label, the reference samples shall 
be maintained for a period of three years from the 
date of manufacture.";

(c) for clause (h), the following clause shall be sub-

"(h) the licensee shall, on request, furnish to the licen- 
sing authority, the controlling authority or to such 
authorities as the licensing authority or the con- 
trolling authority may direct, from every batch 
or batches of drugs as the licensing authority or 
the controlling authority may from time to time 
specify, a sample of such quantity as may be con- 
sidered adequate by such authority for any exa- 
mination and, if so required, also furnish full pro- 
tocols of tests which have been applied"' 


(d) in clauses (i) and (j), after the words “licensing 
thonly wherever they occur, the following Wl 
shall be inserted, namely: — 


“or the controlling authority”; 


(vi) ia rule 78, — 

(a) in clause (d), for the words “Inspector, authorised 

by the licensing authority in that behalf’, the 
following shall Be substituted, namely: — 

“Inspector, appointed under the Act,”, 

(b) in clause (e), for the words “Inspector, authorised 

by the licensing authority under the provisions of 
condition (d) above”, the following words shall be 
substituted, namely;— 

“Inspector, appointed under the Act”; 

(c) for clause (g), the following clause shall be sub- 

stituted, namely; — 

“(g) the licensee shall on request furnish to the licen- 
sing authority, controlling authority or to such 
authorities as the licensing authority or the con- 
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trolling authority may direct, from every batch 
of drug as the licensing authority or the control- 
ling authority may from time to time specify, a 
sample of such quantity as may be considered ade- 
quate by such authority for any examination and, 
if so required, also furnish, full protocols of the 
tests which have been applied”; 

(d) in clauses (h) and (i), after the words “licensing au- 

thority” wherever they occur, the words “or the 
controlling authority” shall be inserted; 

(e) after clause (1), the following clause shall be in- 

serted, namely. — 

“(m) the licensee shall maintain reference samples from 
each batch of the drugs manufactured by him in a 
quantity which is at least twice the quantity of the 
drug required to conduct all the tests performed 
on the batch, fn case of drugs bearing an expiry 
date on the label the reference samples shall be 
maintained for a period of three months beyond 
the date of expiry of potency. Tn case of drugs 
where no date of expiry of potency is specified 
on the label, the reference samples shall be 
maintained for a period of three years from the 
date of manufacture."; 

(vii) in rule 78-A, after sub-rule (4), the following sub- 
rules shall be inserted, namely: — 

"(5) the licensee shall furnish to the licensing 
authority, if required to do so, data on the stabili- 
ty of drugs which are likely to deteriorate for fix- 
ing the date of expiry which would be printed on 
the labels of such drugs on the basis of the date 
so furnished.

made in Form 31 -A to the licensing authority and 
shall be accompanied by a fee of rupees one hund- 
red. 

Explanation. — For the purpose of this rule a ‘loan 
licence’ means a licence which a licensing authority 
may issue to an applicant who does not have his 
own arrangements for manufacture but who in- 
tends to avail himself of the manufacturing faci- 
lities owned by a licensee in Form 32. 

(2) If a person applies for the renewal of a loan licence 

after its expiry but within six months of such 
expiry, the fee payable for the renewal of such 
a licence shall be rupees one hundred plus an 
additional fee at the rate of rupees fifty per month 
or part thereof. 


(3) The licensing authority shall, before the grant of a 

loan licence, satisfy himself that the manufac- 
turing unit has adequate equipments, staff, capa- 
city for manufacture and facilities to undertake 
the manufacture on behalf of the applicant for a 
loan licence. 

(4) The loan licence shall be granted by the licensing 

authority to only such applicants who propose to 
avail of the facilities of manufacture of cosmetics 
in the premises of a manufacturer located in the 
same State where the applicant is located. In 
case the manufacture of cosmetics involves any 
special process of manufacture of use of equip- 
ments which arc not available in the State where 
the applicant is located, the licensing authority, 
after consulting the licensing authority where the 
manufacturing unit is located, may grant the loan 
licence. 

(5) Subject to the provisions of sub-rule (2), applica- 

tion for manufacture of additional items on a loan 
licence shall be accompanied by a fee of rupees 
five for each item. 

(6) A fee of rupees twenty-five shall be paid for a 

duplicate copy of a licence issued under sub-rule. 
(1) if the original is defaced, demaged or lost.”; 

(xi) after rule 139. the following rules shall be inserted. 

namely: — 

“139- A. Form of licence to manufacture cosmetics for 
sale. — A licence to manufacture cosmetics for 
sale against application in Form 31, shall be gran- 
ted in Form 32. 

139-B. Form of loan licence to manufacture cosmetics 
for sale. — A loan licence to manufacture cosme- 
tics for sale against application in Form 31-A shall 
be granted in Form 32-A.”; 

(xii) after rule 141, the following rules shall be inserted. 

namely: — - 

“141-A. Certificate of renewal of a loan licence.— 

The certificate of renewal of a licence in Form 
32-A shall be issued in Form 33-A. 

141-AA Duration of a loan licence.-— An original loan 
licence in Form 32-A or a renewed loan licence 
In Form 33-A, unless sooner suspended or can- 
celled, shall be valid upto 1 he 31st December, of 
the year following the year in which it is granted 
or renewed; 

Provided that if the application for the renewal of a 
licence is made before its expiry, or if the appli- 
cation is made within six months of its expiry 
after payment of the aditional fee, the licence 
shall continue to be in force until orders are passed 
on the application. The licence shall be deemed 
to have expired if the application for its renewal 
is not made within six months of its expiry."; 

(xiii) in rule 142, in clause (d), for the words, "Inspector, 
authorised by the licensing authority in that behalf, 
the following words shall be substituted, namely: — 

“Inspector appointed under the Act.”; 

(xiv) after rule 142, the following rule shall be inserted, 
namely; — 

“142-A. Conditions of licence in Form 32-A. 

(a) A licence in Form 32-A shall be deemed to be 
cancelled or suspended, if the licence owned by 
the licensee, in Form 32, whose manufacturing 
facilities, is cancelled or suspended, as the case 
may be under these Rules. 

(b) The licensee shall comply with the provisions of 
the Act and these rules and with such further 
requirements, if any, as may be specified from time 
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to time in Chapter IV of the Act, provided that 
where such further requirements are specified in 
the rules, these would come into force four months 
after publication in the Official Gazette. 

(c) The licensee shall test each batch or lot of the raw 

materials used by him for the manufacture of 
the cosmetics Hnd also each batch of the final 
product and shall maintain records or registers 
showing the particulars in respect of such tests 
The records or registers shall be retained for a 
period of three years from the date of manu- 
facture. 

(d) The licensee shall allow an Inspector appointed 
under the Act to enter with or without prior 
notice any premises where the manufacture of a 
substance in respect of which the licence is issued 
is carried on, to inspect the premises and to take 
samples of the manufactured products under a 
receipt. 

(e) The licensee shall allow an Inspector to inspect all 

registers and records maintained under these rules 
and shall supply to the Inspector such informa- 
tion as he may require for the purpose of ascei- 
taining whether the provisions of the Act and the 
rules made thereunder have been complied, 

(f) The licensee shall maintain an Inspector Book in 

Form 35 to enable an Inspector to record his im- 
pressions and the defects noticed."; 

(xv) in Schedule A, — 

(a) after Form 31, the following Form shall be inser- 
ted, namely;—

G.S.R. 445. — In exercise of the powers conferred by 
the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President

G.S.R. 446.— In cxcicisc of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
hereby makes the following rules regulating the method 
of recruitment to certain Class III posts in the Integrated 
Fisheries Project under the Ministry of Agriculture (Depart- 
ment of Agriculture), namely: — 

1. Short title and Commencement. — (1) These rules may 
be called the Integrated Fisheries Project (Class III) Recruit- 
ment Rules, 1973. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the posts speci- 
fied in column 1 of the Schedule annexed hereto. 

3. Number of Posts, Classification and Scale of Pay. — 
The number of the said posts, their classification and the 
scale of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 
2 to 4 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of Recruitment, Age Limit, other Qualifications 

etc.— The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications 
and other matte is relating thereto shall be as specified in 
columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid: 

Provided that the upper age limit prescribed for direct 
recruitment may be relaxed in the case of candidates be- 
longing to the Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other 
special categories in accordance with the orders issued from 
time to time by the Government of India. 

5. Disqualification.— No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 

a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 

contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said posts: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and other party to the marriage 
and there arc other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to Relax. — Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it in necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class 
or category of persons or posts. 

7. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations 
and other concessions icquired to be provided for the 
Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and othei categories 
of persons in accoi dance with the oidcrs issued by the 
Central Government from time to time in this regard.
